TUB W VMIIMJION MONUMENT. 

The masons slop work to-day in; 
the Washiitgsiou Monument, leaving 
the shaft of the winter at the height 

of 410 feet. At this elevation it is 
tho loftiest, ariiiieial structure on the 
continent, and -villi a very few excep- 
tions, in 'the world. ll is now almost 
the exact height of the cat hedral al 
Antwerp. It ia higher than any spec! 
men of Modem architect lire, the 

highest minaret, that of the Mosque 

of Saltan Hassan at Cairn, lifting its 
highest point only to Hi feel above 
the pavement. The highest bell-tow- 
er in the world, Campanile ol Si 

Mark's ;il Venice, is nearly 100 feet 
lower I ban tiie present shaft of the 
moinnneni. The loftiest pagoda, 
I he Shoemadoo al Pegu, Biirmah, is 
only 361 feel high. The Chinese 
pagodas are slid lower, the highest 
rising only - J.")0 feet from the ground. 
The highest v induct or bridge is said 

to be •.!()(') fc"t above the earth. Of 

the few works of man which can si ill 
look down on the unfinished trunk of 
the monument are the two chimneys 
■if manufacturing works in Glasgow,

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A Si. L mis inventor claims to have 
completed a piston movement like 
that of the Bleatn engine, to which. 
however, cleetriciy, instead of steam, 
is to be applied. It has 'four mag 
ids. whioh not alternately in attract- 
ing and repelling the piston. It, is 
proposed to apply it to cabs, streei 
ens. yachts, etc. It, will have a stor- 
age bai i cry capable of running twen- 
ty-four hours. The great desidera- 
tum in locomotion now is a small, 
cheap, convenient, motor for vehicles 
in cities. Horse-powei in its literal, 
not. iis mechanical sense, is behind 
the age. There is no more reason 
why the Carta, carriages iiml oars of a 
paved city should be drawn by so ex- 
pensive and awkward a power as 
horses than why warehouse elevators 
should be hoisted and lowered by a 
man power, or saw mills bo operated 
by horse-;. A Small, neat motor slow- 
ed compactly away under the vehicle 
would be as progressive a mechanical 
device as the sewing machine. For 
in health and cleanliness alone il 
would be :i blessing. Nearly the 
whole of the mud ami dust in city 
streets is the result, of using horses; 
and their shoes pound mid tear the 
pavements to piece iptite as much as 
the wheels of vehicles. The day will 
come, perhaps, When even the pre- 
sent generation will see till vehicles in 
larga towns and cities propelled by 
electrioity, and a horse be only an ob- 
ject of luxury or curi sity. 



Value ol Old Coins. 

Fabulous sums are sometimes paid 

for r but, aa ;i general 

thing, there seems to be a tixed price 
for coins of certain dates and demon i- 

itiil ions, provided ihev are in good con- 
dition. Of the United States silver 
dollars, the dollar of 1794 is worlh 
110; of 1S04, W5; lSUti. |5 ; 18:58. 
tiO; 1830, $20; 1861, 140; 1858, 
*40; I8W, *:> ; lo.->f> 16; 1868. *50. 
All other dales bring only II.&5 to 
n. Half-dollars of U96 and 1707 
are very rare, and worth from $25 to 
$75, according to condition. The 
171*4, 1815, 1838, milled edged, and 
half-dollars are much in de- 
mand, and, if tine, bring 86 and 
more. Of quarters, the 1780 and 
lStU are highly valued in line preser- 
vation. The 1828 is very rare, and 
worth $50. The dimes of 1800 and 
1804 realize easily $5. and the half- 
dimes Of 1809 ia considered u bargain 
iit 1100. Copper cents of 1783 may 
be had as low as twenty-live cents, bill 
ill sharp, uncirculated condition, 
bring 850 or more. Cents of 1794. 
1785, 1786, and lTOT are common, 
but those of JTO'.i are worth $50 and 
more, if line. A line cent of 1804 is 
equally rare, and the issue of 1800, 
1811, and 1 SO.'? are not rare, but very 
desiiable in fine and sharp condit ion. 
Of half-cents the 1T90 ia worth I 
$50, while the Other issue regular ate 
very common. The small nickel ecu I 
of 185(), With the living eagle, ia 
worlh, tine, $1.50. — From i

the monument baa become an object 
of much interest to the sight-seer, and 
is visited daily by large numbers of 
people. Access lo tbe interior is free, 
bin. visitors are not allowed to ascend 
i. he staircases, and can only go up on 
i he elevator when armed with a pass. 
Nowtithsiiinding these wise safe- 
guards, the workmen are much .an 
noyed by the crowding upon them "f 
curious people, as the spaces upon the 

atone shell at the top are very oou- 
trnotod. 

The ascent .is mule in a plat form 
elevator ou winch the marble blocks 
are hoisted to the summit. The trip 
is jut interesting, Imt not an alto- 
gether pleasant experience. For nine 
ong mi till tee, one is drawn upward ill 

1 1 old. daiRp, dark passage, with 

nothing io distract ihe mind from the 

moral relleelions, which occur lo it 
under such eiroinnsiauoes. Once at, 
the lop, however, ihe view ia superb, 
ll lacks, of course, the proportions of 

mountain pro-poets, but baa a pecu-
